What will be the result? In botes with | 
cramped epace, cold ground, unpruned

OW TO PLANT AND CARE FOR FRUIT-TREES. 

The Rural World, of St. Louis, gives a few 
{judicious hints of practical value: 

“Tn the first place, trees, when reset from 
fhe nursery, should have all the top branches 
ent back, so as to restore an equilibrium be- 
tween the demand of moisture by the leaves 
and branches and the supply from the roots. 
%t isa fact clearly established by vegetable 

hysiologists that every tree in a vigorous 

@ healthy condition gives off daily through 
jts leaves a large amount of moisture, and 
this moisture is furnished to the leaves from 
the earth through the roots. In removing a 


tree from the nursery, not only many of the 
small fibrous roots (the terminal ‘ends of 
which, in a healthy state, are the 


mouths throuzh which this moisture is re- 
reived) are either injured or destroyed, but 
many of the larger roots are unnecessarily 
and carelessly, we had like to have said vol- 
untarily, cut off and jost; so that the supply 
of juices to the leaves and branches of the 
tree are execedins gly meager and limited. 

Now, unless the branches are shortened, 

more or less, according to the condition of 
the roots—say to within three or four inches 
of the base of the la:t season’s growth—the 
quantity of moisture given off from the new- 
ly-expanding leaves will be so much greater 
than the supply afforded by the mutilated 
roots that the vital forces of the tree become 
rapidly exhausted end it lingers an? finally 
dies. But what too frequently tends much 
to hasten this result is the want of properly 
pulverizing the ground, and digging the holes 

for the trees of sufficient size, and the anpli- 

cation of rich and mellow soil to the roots. 

‘‘When trees have been newly planted in 
the way they generally are, and then followed 
by a dry season, they are slow in starting to 
grow, and soon pres aa a sickly and dying ap- 
pearance. Then the owner becomes alarmed, 
and at once attempts to remedy the evil by 
giving to each tree an occa usional bucket of 

h water, perhaps directly from the well, This 

§ settles the earth compactly around the roots 
and stem of the tree, which, under the influ- 
ence of the wind and the following day’s sun, 
becomes baked hard, and only increases the 
evils it was intended to remedy. 

“A tree well prune d and proverly planted 
in good season, in a well-prepared and mellow 
goil, wiih a covering four inches in depth of 
old straw, leaves, sawdust, or tan-bark for a 
distance Of four fect around it, will never re- 
quire watering ; and in the driest seasons 
ninety-nine out of every hundred trees so 
Ireated may be expected to live and flourish. 
This is an exceedingly simple matter, and 
only requires to be remembered and prac- 
ticed tosave the country millions of trees that 
are now annually fost.” 

Josiah Hoopes, also, in the Delaware Trib- 
une, adds a few more words in behalf of small 
frees. Older trees, when transplanted, lose a 
portion of their roots, and require one or 
two years to overcome the loss and gain 
strength again. Buta young tree, losing 
few or none, commences growth immediately 
after planting, and gains every year on its 
older companion, until at fruiting time it out- 
strips it and wins the prize. 

“Tt has been wisely said, ‘in digging your 
holes, make but one for the whole orchard’ ; 
or, in other words, mellow your ground 60 
feep and have it pulverized so thoroughly 
that the operation of preparing the holes will 
be a subject of no importance whatever. 

“Therefore, if the advice I gave ina pre- 
vious paper on this subject be observed, the 
question of holes will need little discussion. 

“T may say, however, that deep holes are 
rarely beneficial ; but always remove sufficient 
poil to allow the roots to be placed ina per- 
fectly natural position. Never bend the 
snallest root, if possible. 

“Tn planting, select a cloudy day, if practi- 
table, for the ‘operation, avoiding the two ex- 
tremes of rain or @ dry, windy time. Al- 
though moisture on the ‘roots is in reality 
beneficis al, yet a wet soil during planting is 
undoubtedly to be dreaded. A high wind 
anda warm sun will quickly evaporate the 
moisture from the small rootlets of a tree, 
and evil consequences will likely ensue. I 
would recommend planters to keep their trees 
sprinkled, both tops and roots, and at the 
same time well protected from the air. Whilst 
an attendant holds the tree in position, the 
Planter should gently shake the finely pul- 
verized soil among the roots, and with the 
bands occasionally place the latter in posi- 
lion, as well as work the soil into the various 
tnterstices, When the hole is nearly filled, 
water should be poured in, which eettles the 
soil and moistens the roots. The old joke of 
‘many persons plant a tree as they would a 
post” has proven of latter years to be more 
nearly correct in principle ‘than our fathers 
thought for; and what was formerly con- 

| icmned is now conceded by many leading 
apa as an excellent rule to follow. 
he soil should be always thoroughly pressed 
firm around a tree, and indeed I have known 
tto be rammed Jéke a post with profit. New- 
ty planted trees should never be left to blow 
rbout; as the first rain that softens the ground 
leaves them at the merey of the wind in a 
short time, and thus the roots become dis- 
Placed, and death occasionally results from 
this cause alone. By driving a stake diago- 
~ ally to the tree, and winding the portion 
hat would come in contact, they may then 
be tied, and thus prevent all bad effects from 
rubbing or ec arring, whilst the tree will be se- 
cured firmly in position. During the first 
Season a light mulch may be placed on the 
— around each tree, and in case any one 
as the appearance of failure I should rec- 
ommend tying a little straight straw around 
the main bo dy. This tends to preserve both 
the bark and the soil cool and moist, and is a
